1. We, the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, humbly 
submit to Your Majesty this our Sixty -first Annual Report. 


2. Since our last Report 22 meetings of the Board have been held. We have 
made 468 orders in various matters affecting charities and charity property, besides 
providing for the regular issue of the sums payable to the charities under our 
control. 


3. Seven Hundred and Seventy-four funds for various charitable purposes have been 
lodged with us from time to time, since the “Charitable Donations and Bequests Act 
(Ireland), 1867,” enabled Trustees to make such voluntary transfers.

In addition, we receive rents and annuities of the yearly value of £2,869 6s. lid 
and the annual interest on certain Charity Funds amounting to £12,973 Is. lOd.not 
vested in us. 

5. Our Charity Accounts for the year ended 31st December, 1904, were duly audited 
by the Local Government Board Auditor, and declared correct. The Accounts 
for the year ended 31st December, 1 905, have been prepared and submitted for 
audit. 

6. Among the funds for charitable purposes placed under our custody during the 

past year were £l,045.-£5 per cent. Guaranteed Stock of the Cavan and Leitrim 
Way Company, £370 £5 per cent. Guaranteed Stock of Uogher Valley Railway 
Company, .£450 £4 per cent. Guaranteed Stock of the South Glare Railways Company, 
and £20 £5 per cent. Guaranteed Stock of the Cork and Muskcrry Light Railway 
Company. After the death of the tenant for life in these funds, the proceeds of the 
above-mentioned Stocks, are, under the Will of the Testatrix, divisible in certain 
proportions among eleven charities in Ireland. , , T ,, 

v We received the sum of £860 £4 per cent. Preference Stock of the Great Northern 
Railway Company (Ireland) as representing the donation of Mrs. Wilhelmma Fossitt 
to the Royal City of Dublin Hospital for the support of a bed, to be called The 
Henry Pattison bed” ; also the sum of £875 £1 per cent. Guaranteed Preference Stock 
of the Great Southern and Western Railway Company (Ireland) for the support of 
two beds in the Hospital, to be called one “ The Wilson, the other Ihebnffern 
bod ; also the sum of £853 Caledonian Railway Company, No. 1 £4 per cent Preference 
Stock, for the support, of two beds in the Hospital, one to be called I he Edward 

Charles Murray bed,” and the other “The Edwina Murray bed ; also the sum of 
£130 £5 per cent. Guaranteed Stock of the Great Western Railway Company of 
England for the support of a bed, to be called “ The Henry Grey Croly bed, in the 

^Having previously authorised the sale of portion of the property situate at Liverpool 
belonoino- to Mercer’s Endowed School, Castleknock, for the sum of £22,670, we have 
received, °as representing the net balance of the purchase-money, £6,948 11s., £3 per 
cent. London County Consolidated Stock, £6,700 £3J per cent. Natal Consolidated 
Stock £6,700 £31 per cent. New Zealand Government Stock, and £68 1J.'. bfl. earn. 
The income of the Charity has been increased from £140 to over £720 by the change 
of investment. 

7. We have sanctioned several applications during the past year for sales under the 
Irish Land Act, 1903, of their holdings to tenants on Chanty property. As the result 
of sales of Charity property over which the Trustees had no power of sale without our 
-sanction, there has been transferred to us during the past year on the trusts attached 
to the property sold £1,804 17s. 9rl Government £2£ per cent. Consols, £20,359 11s. 0d. 
in Miscellaneous Securities, and £10,168 14s. 4 d. Cash. 

8 Dur'uic the past year we have framed amending schemes under the Educational 
Endowments (Ireland) Act, 1885, for the following Endowments The Ulster Royal 
School, The Hibernian Marine School. , „ , , 

We have made an order sanctioning the removal of Bangor Endowed bcliool no 
the outskirts of the town to a more central site. 

9. We have sanctioned the sale of the old alms-house in Summer-hill, Dublin, belong- 
in<r to Sir John and Lady Eccles Charity, for a sum of £295 cash, and as the only tuna 
available for the erection of a new alms-house is the sum of £295 9s. 2d., Governmen 
£ c ’i per cent Consols, representing the said sum of £295 after payment of law cos: s, 
and as the trusts of the Charity are limited to maintaining poor widows m the Jlccies 
Alms-house, we have been obliged to apply to the High Court of Justice to frame 
scheme for the future regulation of the Charity. 

10 Owing to the removal of Church of Ireland children from the locality and 
the erection of other schools in the immediate neighbourhood, the Mullabawn o“OOl in 
the parish of EorkhUl, County Armagh, has been closed for many years At tne 
request of the “ Trustees of the Charitable Donations of Richard Jackson, in- 
corporated by the 29 Geo.
